Systems in consultation with any nonmember hospitals; 12 

(X)  a clinician who specializes in occupational medicine, to be 13 

selected by the Commissioner of Health; 14 

(Y)  a clinician who specializes in physical medicine and 15 

rehabilitation, to be selected by the Commissioner of Health; 16 

(Z)  a member of the Vermont Board of Nursing Subcommittee on 17 

APRN Practice, who shall be an advanced practice registered nurse who has 18 

clinical experience that includes working with patients who are 19 

experiencing acute or chronic pain;  20 
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(AA)  a representative from the Vermont Assembly of Home Health 1 

and Hospice Agencies; 2 

(BB)  a psychologist licensed pursuant to 26 V.S.A. chapter 55 who 3 

has experience in treating chronic pain, to be selected by the Board of 4 

Psychological Examiners; 5 

(CC)  a drug and alcohol abuse counselor licensed pursuant to 6 

33 V.S.A. chapter 8, to be selected by the Deputy Commissioner of Health for 7 

Alcohol and Drug Abuse Programs;  8 

(DD)  a retail pharmacist, to be selected by the Vermont Pharmacists 9 

Association;  10 

(EE)  an advanced practice registered nurse full-time faculty member 11 

from the University of Vermont’s College of Nursing and Health Sciences 12 

with a current clinical practice that includes caring for patients with acute 13 

or chronic pain;  14 

(FF)  a licensed acupuncturist with experience in pain management, to 15 

be selected by the Vermont Acupuncture Association; 16 

(GG)  a representative of the Vermont Substance Abuse Treatment 17 

Providers Association; 18 

(HH)  a consumer representative who is either a consumer in recovery 19 

from prescription drug abuse or a consumer receiving medical treatment for 20 

chronic noncancer-related pain; and 21 
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(II)  up to three adjunct members appointed by the Commissioner 1 

in consultation with the Opioid Prescribing Task Force a consumer 2 

representative who is or has been an injured worker and has been 3 

prescribed opioids. 4 

(2)  In addition to the members appointed pursuant to subdivision (1) of 5 

this subsection (b), the Council shall consult with the Opioid Prescribing 6 

Task Force, specialists, and other individuals as appropriate to the topic under 7 

consideration. 8 

(c)  Advisory Council members who are not employed by the State or 9 

whose participation is not supported through their employment or association 10 

shall be entitled to a per diem and expenses as provided by 32 V.S.A. § 1010. 11 

(d)(1)  The Advisory Council shall provide advice to the Commissioner 12 

concerning rules for the appropriate use of controlled substances in treating 13 

acute pain and chronic noncancer pain; the appropriate use of the Vermont 14 

Prescription Monitoring System; and the prevention of prescription drug abuse, 15 

misuse, and diversion. 16 

(2)  The Advisory Council shall evaluate the use of nonpharmacological 17 

approaches to treatment for pain, including the appropriateness, efficacy, and 18 

cost-effectiveness of using complementary and alternative therapies such as 19 

chiropractic, acupuncture, and massage. 20 
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(e)  The Commissioner of Health may adopt rules pursuant to 3 V.S.A. 1 

chapter 25 regarding the appropriate use of controlled substances in treating 2 

acute pain and chronic noncancer pain; the appropriate use of the Vermont 3 

Prescription Monitoring System; and the prevention of prescription drug abuse, 4 

misuse, and diversion, after seeking the advice of the Council. 5

Sec. 14a.  18 V.S.A. § 4224 is added to read: 7 

§ 4224.  UNUSED PRESCRIPTION DRUG DISPOSAL PROGRAM 8 

The Department of Health shall establish and maintain a statewide 9 

unused prescription drug disposal program to provide for the safe 10 

disposal of Vermont residents’ unused and unwanted prescription drugs.  11 

The program may include establishing secure collection and disposal sites 12 

and providing unused medication envelopes to send prescription drugs to 13 

an authorized collection facility for destruction. 14

Sec. 15.  INSURANCE COVERAGE FOR ACUPUNCTURE; REPORT 16 

Each nonprofit hospital and medical service corporation licensed to do 17 

business in this State pursuant to both 8 V.S.A. chapters 123 and 125 and 18 

providing coverage for pain management shall evaluate the evidence 19 

supporting the use of acupuncture as a modality for treating and managing pain 20 

in its enrollees, including the experience of other states in which covered by 21 
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health insurance plans.  On or before January 15, 2017, each such corporation 1 

shall report to the House Committees on Health Care and on Human Services 2 

and the Senate Committee on Health and Welfare its assessment of whether its 3 

insurance plans should provide coverage for acupuncture when used to treat or 4 

manage pain. 5 

Sec. 15a.  ACUPUNCTURE; MEDICAID PILOT PROJECT 6 

(a)  The Department of Vermont Health Access shall develop a pilot project 7 

to offer acupuncture services to Medicaid-eligible Vermonters with a diagnosis 8 

of chronic pain.  The project would provide acupuncture services for a defined 9 

period of time to determine if acupuncture treatment as an alternative or 10 

adjunctive to prescribing opioids is as effective or more effective than opioids 11 

alone for returning individuals to social, occupational, and psychological 12 

function.  The project shall include: 13 

(1)  an advisory group of pain management specialists and acupuncture 14 

providers familiar with the current science on evidence-based use of 15 

acupuncture to treat or manage chronic pain; 16 

(2)  specific patient eligibility requirements regarding the specific cause 17 

or site of chronic pain for which the evidence indicates acupuncture may be an 18 

appropriate treatment; and 19 
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(3)  input and involvement from the Department of Health to promote 1 

consistency with other State policy initiatives designed to reduce the reliance 2 

on opioid medications in treating or managing chronic pain. 3 

(b)  On or before January 15, 2017, the Department of Vermont Health 4 

Access, in consultation with the Department of Health, shall provide a progress 5 

report on the pilot project to the House Committees on Health Care and on 6 

Human Services and the Senate Committee on Health and Welfare that 7 

includes an implementation plan for the pilot project described in this section.  8 

In addition, the Departments shall consider any appropriate role for 9 

acupuncture in treating substance use disorder, including consulting with 10 

health care providers using acupuncture in this manner, and shall make 11 

recommendations in the progress report regarding the use of acupuncture in 12 

treating Medicaid beneficiaries with substance use disorder. 13

Sec. 16.  HEALTH DEPARTMENT; POSITION 15 

One new permanent classified position, a substance abuse program 16 

manager, is authorized in the Department of Health in order to coordinate 17 

a secure prescription drug collection and disposal program as part of the 18 

unused prescription drug disposal program established pursuant to 19 

section 14a of this act.  The position shall be transferred and converted 20 
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from an existing vacant position in the Executive Branch of State 1 

government. 2

Sec. 17.  APPROPRIATIONS 4 

(a)  The sum of $250,000.00 is appropriated from the Evidence-Based 5 

Education and Advertising Fund to the Department of Health in fiscal year 6 

2017 for the purpose of funding the evidence-based education program 7 

established in 18 V.S.A. chapter 91, subchapter 2, including evidence-based 8 

information about safe prescribing of controlled substances and alternatives to 9 

opioids for treating pain. 10 

(b)  The sum of $625,000.00 is appropriated from the Evidence-Based 11 

Education and Advertising Fund to the Department of Health in fiscal year 12 

2017 for the purpose of funding statewide unused prescription drug disposal 13

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2017 for the purpose of purchasing and distributing opioid antagonist 1 

rescue kits. 2 

(d)  The sum of $250,000.00 is appropriated from the Evidence-Based 3 

Education and Advertising Fund to the Department of Health in fiscal year 4 

2017 for the purpose of establishing a hospital antimicrobial program to reduce 5 

hospital-acquired infections. 6 

(e)  The sum of $32,000.00 is appropriated from the Evidence-Based 7 

Education and Advertising Fund to the Department of Health in fiscal year 8 

2017 for the purpose of purchasing and distributing naloxone to emergency 9 

medical services personnel throughout the State. 10 

(f)  The sum of $200,000.00 is appropriated from the Evidence-Based 11 

Education and Advertising Fund to the Department of Vermont Health Access 12 

in fiscal year 2017 for the purpose of exploring nonpharmacological 13 

approaches to pain management by implementing the pilot project established 14 

in Sec. 15a of this act to evaluate the use of acupuncture in treating chronic 15 

pain in Medicaid beneficiaries. 16
